WASHINGTON, May 16.—With- 
out a record vote the House today 
passed the amended Norris-Morin 
bill to provide for Government ,op- 
eration and manufacture of nitrates 
instead of fertilizer at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. 

The measure was approved by 
a standing vote of 251 to,166. 

Chairm@& Morin of the Military 
Committee, in charge of the meas- 
ure, made no effort to obtain a 
record vote. 

The bill goes back to the Senate, 
but it is understood it is acceptable 
to Senator Norris and Will ve 
passed at this session. 

The amendment of the manu- 
facture of nitrates offered by Rep- 
resentative McMiltan (Dem.), 
South Carolina, hit directly at the 
main provision of the measure— 


tthe manufacture and sale of ferti- 


lizer to farmers. The proposal was 


approved by a tellers’ vote of 141 
to 89. 

The measure as approved ma- 
terially differs from the bill as 
passed by the Senate earlier this 
session. “The Senate is expected

The bill proposes the Ha 
of a Federal corporation to operate 
the Government properties.

Todd, a Republican shipbuilder of 
New York, who contributed $5000 
to Gov. Smith's campaign; William 
F. Kenny, New York construction 
contractor, who contributed $70.- 
000 to the same fund; James J. 
Riordan, a former associate of 
Gove Smith in the trucking busi- 
ness; Herbert H. Lehmann, a New 
York investment banker; and Mrs. 
Henry Moskowitz, one of Smith's 
unofficial advisers. 

At the New York hearing, 
George R. Van Namee, Smith's 
campaign .manager, stated that 
$50,000 of the $70,000 obtained 
from Kenny, was considered a 
loan. Kenny stated today that he 
considered the whole $70,000 as a 
contribution and that he was hop- 
ing to make further contributions

Holland’s Activity in South.

Italian Explorer Encounters 
Thick Fog Bank—Strong 
Headwinds Cause Airship 
to Pitch — Reports Vis- 
ibility Fair. ~

FOURTH ARTICLE. 

ABOARD THE ITALIA, En 
Route to the North Pole, 5:25 BR. 
m,, Tuesday, May 15. (By wireless). 
—It has been a smooth and un- 
eventful journey so far, 

We are heading toward Franz 
Joseph archipelago, retracing our 
steps of Friday, last. The airship 
just passed the north cape of 
Spitzbergen and is now launched 
on the immense Polar wilderness, 

About 4 p.m. we found ourselves 
suddenly in the depths of a thick 
fog bank. I decided to descend to, 
a lower level beneath the fog. Vis- 


ibility is variable, but all things 
considered, I cannot complain. It 
might be worse. 

A fairly strong headwind is 


causing the Italia to pitch slightly. 
Again I’ must repeat what I wrote 
after leaving King’s Bay last week 
—we intend and hope to succeed 
this time, but everything depends 
on the meterological conditions, 
especially the visibility. You can- 
not fly toward the Pole blindfo.d- 
ed. 

Airship Safer in Air Than on Land 

It is glorious to speed along ‘high 
in the wonderful azure of the 
northermost sky after the alarms 
of. the last two duays.when the 
Italia. was. nearly crushed in one 
of the worst snowstorms I can re- 
member. It should be an axiom 
that an airship always is safer in 
the air than on land. Our expe- 
riences at King’s Bay~«proved this 
once more. ra 

It was 1 p.m. when the Italia 
was guided to the middle of. the 
snow field outside the . hangar. 
Everything was ready for an im- 
mediate start. 

The Chaplain of the Citta di Mi- 
lano, Father Gianfranchi offered 
prayers. We all\listened, standing 
at attention, bareheaded. Then the 
airship was blessed by the. priest 
while Commander Remagna of the 
Citta de Milano smashed-a vaie- 
dictory bottle over the ballast 
hanging from the prow of the 
Italia. 

Before entering the gondola «I 
embraced my brother, Amedo, who 
is an officer on the Citta di Milano, 
and shook hands with all my de- 
voted collaborators. A large crowd 
had gathered in the deep snowy ‘to 
see us off, including the crew of 
the Citta di Milano. and a number 
of people who have been flocking 
to King’s Bay to see the Italia. 

Runs Into Fog. 

A great friendly shout echoed 
with my own voice as I gave the, 
order to go. In a few minutes we 
were far away but the voices of 
the crowd, which now had melted 
down-to a black smear on the im- 
mense snow field, reached our ears 
= the clear, frosty air, 

ose were great moments. We 
have been sailing steadily since 4 
o’clock 500 feet beneath a thick 
bank of fog which seems to ex- 
tend for many miles over our 
heads. So far this fog is the only 
distrubing element and I am very 
hopeful. 

At 6 this morning we were ex- 
pecting to start at any moment. 
The nightmare of Sunday night 
lifted definitely during yesterday. 
The snow fall ceased at dawn, and 
by *noon the sky had returned to 
its purest azure, A tepid, luminous 
sun rapidly melted the snow ac- 
cumulated on the airship, 

I had ordered that the Italia be 
refueled, and that all necess&ry 
material be taken aboard again 
The order was given at 2 p. M.,, 
but the secret was well kept until 
this morning, as a sudden change 
for the worse was still possible.

ROME, May 16.—The dirigible 
Italia was headed over the vast 
unexplored Arctic region between 
Franz Josef Land and the vaguely 
defined coast of Lenin Land this 
morning. : 

Gen. Umberto Nobile, eommand- 
er of the expedition, in a radio 
message to the Stefani News 
Agency at 8 a. m. Greenwich time 
(2 a. m. St. Louis time), said the 
airship was northeast of the Franz 
Josef archipelago. It was advanc- 
ing toward the unexplored region 
between Franz Josef Land and the 
eastern coast of Lenin Land. 

It is the second flight of thé 
Italia into the Polar unknown, 
Gen. Nobile being forced back the 
first time by a snowstorm last Fri- 
day. “4 : | 

Messages received from the ex- 

lorer said that up to 2:30 o’clock 
his morning: (Greenwich time) 
(9:30 p. m. Tuesday, St. Louis 
time) the expedition had sighted nu 
indication of new land. 

After cruising for some hours 
over the area between Spitzbergen 
and Franz Josef Land, Gen. Nobile 
said he decided to turn north, With 
the, visibility improving the flyers 
were able to see a distance of 20 
kilometers (12 miles). They. pene- 
trated as far north as latitude 82 
and then .swung toward Alfred 
Harmsworth Isiand. At 2:30 a, m. 
they came within sight of Franz 
Josef Island. 

Gen. Nobile’s message follows: 

“At 22:30 (10:30 p. m. Green-| 
wich time, Tuesday), I decided to 
turn towards the north; penetrating 
as deeply ag possible into an n- 
explored region. After reaching the 
position of latitude 82 north, lon- 
gitude. 38:30 east we turned to. 
ward Harmsworth Island. 

“at 2:30 (this rrorning) we were 
in sight of Franz Josef Land in the 
neighborhood of Alfred Harms- 
worth Island. oe 4 

“We had a moderately contrary 
wind. The visibility had improved 
considerably. With an altitude of 
150 to 200 meters we were able to 
see for 20 kilometers without find- 
ing any indication of new land. 

Messages received from the air- 
ship indicated that its speed had 
been cut down somewhat by ice 
forming on 4ts side, a condition 
previously experienced by Gen. 
Nobile when he flew over the 
North Pole two years ago in the 
Norge. 

In a message sent at 9 p. m., 
Greenwich time, yesterday (3 p.- 
m. St. Louis time), the explorers 
had sighted no land. The dirigible 
was proceeding toward Lenin Land, 
once known as Nicholas II Land, 
which was discovered by a Russian 
expedition in 1913 but nevér ex- 
plored. 

The message read: “At 21 hours 
our position is $1.29 north latitude, 
35.50 cast longitude. For. some 
hours we have been cruising over 
unexp ore area between Spitz- 
bergen and Franz Josef Land. Fly 
‘ing 160 to 200 meters (altitude) 
under fog. Wind contrary. of about 
30 kilometers velocity, reduced our 
speed to About 50 kilometers (31 
miles).

Too Many Exceptions Are Made to 
Import-Export Treaty.

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 16. 
—A. note’ of warning from the 
Amerifan Government against the 
large number of exceptions being 
made by states signatory to the 
international convention for the 
abolition of import and export pro- 
hibitions and restrictions was re- 
ceived and published today by the 
League of Nations. 

The letter, signed by Hugh R. 
Wilson, American Minister io 
Switzerland, says that the United 
States is greatly disappointed and 
considers that the extensive excep- 
tions required are contrary to the 
spirit and purpose of the conver 
tion and detracts from its useful- 
ness, if not to render it nugatory.

Bought From Browns. | 

Sisler was’ bought outright by |

Browns, the club with which Sisler | 
began his big league career in 1916, 
at the end of the last season. He | 
had been one of the game’s leading 
hitters and base runners almost 
from the beginning of Ris career, 
in‘1922 being voted the most valu- 
able player in the American 
League. He lost one season after 
1922 because of eye trouble and 
later managed the Browns. 

It was expected that Sisler would | 
replace Joe Judge as regular first | 
baseman for the Washington team | 
this year, but Judge started on the | 
opening day and since has been |} 
taken from the lineup’ but once, 
and then only for a portion of a| 
game. Sisler hit well during the | 
training season, but observers said 
that he had lost much of his speed. 

Along with Sisler, waivers were 
asked and granted on Foster Gan- 
zel, outfielder, obtained from th 
Birmingham club of the Southern 
Association. He will probably be 
returned to the Southern Associa- 
tion.

ANDY HERD, the famous 
Scotch professional, was once 
playing a round upon a course 
which he had never seen before. 

Up to the eighteenth hole Sandy 
had been able to get along fairly 
well without asking advice of 
his caddy. But as he stood on 
the last tee he could not make 
up his mind what club he needed 
to reach the green, and finally 
he turned to his caddie. 

“A full shot with your 
mashie,” the caddie told him, 
and Sandy, a powerful mashie 
player, pitched not only over the 
sreen, but over the clubhouse as 
well, leaving himself stymied by 
the edifice. 

I suppose Sandy must 
thought then, as others offen 
have, that clubhouses though 
necessary, are often rather ob- 
trusive on a golf course. 

I remember watching’ the 
match between Gardiner White 
and Oswald Kirby at Merion in. 
the 1916 championship. All even 
Playing the last hole Kirby 
hooked his second shot, and the 
ball, striking the roadway, 
bounded across the practice 
green, and came to rest in the 
vestibule entrance ‘to the club- 
house, behind a huge flower pot. 
It was not out of bounds and the 
unplayable lie rule of today was 
not in effect, so there was‘noth- 
ing to do but pick up and con- 
cede the hole and the match.

I think there would 
be nothing on the golf course 
which will make it impossible to 
hit the ball.

In such cases the boundaries 
must be so fixed as to exclude 
the unfair obstructions. 
Certainly the second floor 
balcony of a clhybhouse should 
be out of bounds. It t»&Assured- 
ly no part of the plafing field. 
Yet in an exhibition match which 
l played at Holyoke, Mass., many 
years ago, I had to play a shot 
from just such a place. With 
the assistance of the railing and 
a Ford radiator cap I managed 
to get my ball back to earth, but

I felt like seven kinds of an idiot 
while I was doing it. 

Thirty. or 40 yards ‘seems a 
long way to be off line, but many 
good players err to that extent. 
When a long high iron shot or 
drive starts to go astray even 50 
yards seems a very small space. 
I shall never forget @riving out 
of bounds on the twelfth hole at 
East Lake, when to do so I had 
to cross a very wide parallel 
fairway and considerable rough 
ground in between. The distance 
between the intended destination 
of the drive and the point where 
it actually landed must § have 
been very close to 100 vards. 


| More Boundaries Needed. 


HE eighteenth hole at 
T Anarews lies along a paved 

roadway lined on the other 
side with an uninterrupted row 
of buildings which abut closely 
upon the street. No fence or 
wall separates the cighteenth 
fairway from the roadway, and 
apparently.the latter is not out 
of bounds. Jimmy Standish of 
Detroit, playing an. informal 
round, sliced his drive onto the 
roadway, and the ball\came to 
rest at a point exactly. equi-dis- 
tant from -the four feet of a 
horse. The horse was attached 
to a cart, from which the driver 
was delivering milk or groceries 
to the houses along the road. 

Jimmy approached and finding 
the driver for the moment ab- 
sent, attempted to induce the 
horse to move down the street 
away from his position over the 
ball, but without success. The 
driver - soon reappeared, but 
Jimmy found him no more tract- 
able than the horse had been, so 
he was compelled to wait until 
several more deliveries were 
and the cart driven slowly 
away. 

There is another place where 
a boundary should be used. As- 
phalt pavements, stone steps, and 
clubhouse porches are not places 
from which a golf ball may Be 
properly played. When necessity 
demands their lecation near a 
golf course, despite the apparent 
hardship of the penalty, they 
should be declared out of bounds. 
Sometimes the bail will find a 
resting place from which it can 
be easily played, nut again it 
will find one which is impossible.

Watson May Introduce 
Legislation Based on Bitu- 
minous Miners’ Proposals 

in Senate Today.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The 
United Mine Workers’ suggestions 
for legislation to bolster the soft 
coal industry haye been put in bill 
form and were distributed at an 
executive meeting of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
yesterday by Chairman Watson. 

The bill seeks “‘to regulate inter- 
state and foreign commerce in bi- 
tuminous coal, provide for consoli- 
dations, mergers and co-operativ® 
marketing, regulate the fuel supply 
of interstate carriers, require the 
licensing of corporations producing 
and shipping coal in interstate 
commerce, and create a bituminous 
coal commission.”’ 

Watson said he probably would 
introduce the measure in the Sen- 


ferred to the subcommittee ap- 
pointed. to consider legislation in- 
tended to stabilize the bituminous 
mining industry along with other 
tentative bills which are expected 
to be submitted. 

Counsel Drafis Bill. 

The bill was drafted by Henry 
| Warrum of Indianapolis, counss! 
_for the United Mine Workers, and 
'associates. It is the first measure 
cf this kind to reach the Interstate 
'Commerce Committee. 


Watson said the subcommittee, 
of which he is chairman, expects t 


receive briefs and tentative bil's 
from different sources, Each will 
be discussed on its merits, he add- 
ed, although no action is expected 
on any bill during the final days 
of the session. 

The commission which the 


of five members appointed by rhe 
President and confirmed by the 
Senate; and their terms wouid 
range from two to six years. This 
commission would bé authorized to 
license marketing pools and co-op- 
erative selling associations by op- 
erators ‘‘for the purpose of agree- 
ing on the market prices of their

Authority would also be given to 
the commission to inquire into the 
mining and shipment of-soft ¢oal 
by such pools and to fix the maxi- 
mum prices for sales. The prices 
could be changed from time to time 
following hearings. 

Provisions on Merger. 

The consolidations would be ex- 
| empted from provisions of the 
Sherman and Clayton acts, but 
mergers by operators which wére 
not licensed by the commission 
would be illegal. In connection 
with the granting of licenses, the 
commission would be authorizrcd 
to inquire into the quality of coa! 
to be marketed, the wages paid to 
miners, general production and dis- 
tribution costs, capital invested, the 
reasonableness of prices charged 
and similar relative matters. 

The bill seeks to stipulate that 
the maximum sales prices ‘‘shall be 
fixed with due regard to fair wages 
paid for the production of coal and 
fair réturn on the capital invest. 
ed.” It would be provided that 
both operators and mine workers’ 
representatives could be heard at 
hearings to change the -maximuin 
prices for coal. ; 

Supervision over the mining and 

interstate and. foreign commerce 
of the licensecs would be.provided, 
including inspection, analysis and 
grading of.coal. This would be 
labeled “Government graded coal.” 
The bill also seeks to authorize 
the commission to inspect the 
minés and to recommend methods, 
inventions and devices for increas- 
ing the safety and economies of 
mining operations. The commis- 
sion would be directed to study 
the problem of coal exports, with 
a view to promoting that trade, 
and to report to Congress regard- 
ing coal imports. 
The bill seeks to define it as the 
duty of consolidations licensed and 
their employes to exert every rea- 
sonable effort to make and main- 
tain agreements concerning wages 
and working conditions and to 
settle disputes in connection there- 
with.”’

Nearly 60 years ago France bade farewell to 
royalty when the Second Empire fizzled out at Sedan. 
But the royal tradition remains. It is centered now 
about the Duc de Guise, head of the house of Bour- 
bon and Orleans, and his family. On Joan of Arc 
day, the Duchess rented an apartment facing the 
statue of Joan in Paris and organized a royalist 
demonstration. Stepping to an open window, the 
Duchess was hailed by her claque as Queen of France. 
At the same time, royalist rallies were held in other 
parts of the country. 

It is interesting that the Government took 
no notice of these happenings. Royalist propaganda 
has no chance in a sdlidly established republic. The 
show put on by the Duchess de Guise appealed to the 
emotions of many Frenchmen, and it was nothing 


more than a show. Why not let the pathetie de. 
scendants of French rulers bave their little fun?

ARCHITECTS’ MEETING 
OPENS AT HOTEL CHASE 


Committee on Allied Arts Urges 
Collaboration on National 
Convention. 


With a distinguisned gathering 
of architects and representatives 
of allied arts and the building in- 


dustry, the sixty-first annual con- 
vention of the American Institute 
of Architects began today at Hotel 
Chase. Delegates from 58 chap- 
ters are in attendance, the St. Louis 
chapter -being hést. 

After a speech of welcome by L. 
Baylor Pendleton, president of the 
local chapter, Milton B. Medary 
of Philadelphia, president of the 
institute, delivered the presiding 
officer’s annual address. 

A report of the Committee on 
Allied Arts, made by its chairman, 
J. Monroe Hewlett of New York, 
sounded the keynote of the con- 
vention—the mobilization of the 
arts and crafts going into good 
architecture, to avoid isolated ef- 
fort and confusion. The _ report 
urged extension throughout the na- 
tion of a system of honors to su- 
perior craftsmen and the establish- 
ment of honor awards in architec- 
ture and the kindred crafts. 

For Intelligent Collaboration. 

Hewlett declared that intelligent 
collaboration in the arts of design 
seems to be accepted definitely now 
as one of the great educational 
requisites in the training of archi- 
eects and other designers. The in- 
stitute, he continued, should foster 
collaboration of the architect, the 
sculptor, the mural painter and the 
landscape architect, This is an age 
of mass production, he pointed out, 
and individual artistry cannot be 
carried to the extremes of the Mid- 
die Ages. 

Addresses supporting that prin- 
ciple of mobilization were delivered 
by Walter S. Brewster, director of 
the School of Landscape Architec- 
ture, Lake Forest, Ill: Royal Cor- 
tissoz of New York, Ferruccio Vi- 
taleof New York, a member of the 
National Fine Arts Commission, 
and Dean Everett V. Meeks of the 
Yale University School of Fine 
Arts. 

It.was reported that building 
congresses to accord recognition 
of excellence in craftsmanship in 
connection with definite projects 
had been organized in New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Portlan4, 
Ore. Certifiéates are given by the 
Organizations to excellent work- 
men, thereby promoting a valuabie 
esprit de corps. 

Objects to Bill in Congress. 

Abram Garfield of Cleveland, 
chanrman of the Committee 
on Public Works, has 
a statement voicing the  op- 
rosition of the architectural pr»- 
fession to a bill pending in Con. 
gress to consolidate’ the 
Government agencies of construs- 
tion under the Department of the 
Interior, with an engineer et “: 
head. The objection is that pubiiz 
architecture probably would be 


brought under the administrativ~ 
control of an engineer, for the buik 
of the bureau's work would be on 
civil engineering projects. 

A further objection is that the 
National Commission of Fine Arts 
would lose its status as an inde- 
pendent body by going into the In- 
terior Department, thereby jeop- 
ardizing its fine work as planner 
and developer of the national capi- 
tal. ~ 
There was a ljdncheon of the con- 
vention at Hotel Chase today. The 
treasurer's report and the begin- 


board of directors were on the aft- 
ernoon program. The directors 
had been in session here since Sat- 
urday. The visitors will be taken 
for an automobile tour of the more 
interesting parts of the city, from 
the archftectural standpoint, late 
this afternoon, and will be enter- 
tained by the St. Louis chapter at 
dinner at Hotel Coronado tonight.
